Statement of sorites for which the decoration has been 

awarded 

On the 6 th February, 1959, Shri G. K. Kabui, Sub-Inspector 
of Police, Nungba Police Station, learnt that armed Naga 
hostile* were using village Olnamlong as a transit camp in 
their movement through Manipur territory. At 2-09 a.m. on 
the 7th February, 1959, Shri Kabui, accompanied by llavildar 
Ratan Bahadur and 18 Riflemen of the Manipur Rifle* and a 


Civil Police Constable, left Nungba, and after a strcnous 
marth of 25 miles traversing difficult mountainous terrain the 
party aniicd at Oinjmlong at about 7-30 p.m, On reaching 
The hrst house at the approach to the village the party was 
accosted by a woman who appeared to be waiting for the 
return oi somcon.- who bad gone out, She asked Shri Kabul 
in Kalmi dialect "Have you returned” and he very intelli- 
gently replied in the same language “We have”. Thus re- 
assured the woman retreated inlo her house. Shri Kabul 
detailed Havildar Ratan Bahadur and two riflemen to follow 
her. They entered the house and captured two armed bostlles 
who were inside. 

Further along the path into the village Shri Kabui saw 
an armed hostile walking up and down in front of the adjoin- 
ing house. As soon as he advanced towards him, the hostile 
unslung his Stcngun and pointed it at Shri Kabul, who though 
himself unarmed, mshed him as he was about to fire the 
weapon. Shri Kabui not only snatched the Stengum from the 
hostile but also overpowered him. 

The crack of the first shot from the Stengun was the signal 
for the hostile* to open withering fire on the police party from 
two adjoining houses in the village. The police immediately 
took up position and returned the fire. 
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Rifleman Hepunl Mao realised that the only way to dislodge 
the hostiles was to attack them simultaneously from the front 
and the rear and, on his own Initiative, crawled despite the 
danger to himself, to the eastern exit of the second house. He 
reached this exist just as the hostiles tried to escape via It. The 
leading hostile, later indentified as Sekhoto Serna, fired at 
Rifleman Hepimi Mao from close range but luckily missed him. 
Rifleman llcpuni Mao then shot him dead from almost point 
blank range. Meanwhile Riflemen lralmt Singh and Krishna 
Bahadur charged thlcmgh the flout ennance of the house and 
exchanged shots at point blank range with two other armed 
hostiles inside the room who were also trying to escape with 
their leader. Both the hostiles were shot dead. 

In this encounter which lasted about half an hour the police 
killed three hostiles, apprehended two and recovered several 
rifles and automatic weapons and ammunition and some 
extremely Important documents. 

Throughout this operation Shri Golraei Khongjalrung Kabul 
displayed initiative, conspicuous courage and leadership of the 
highest order. Rifleman Hepuni Mao also displayed excep- 
tional courage, initiative and devotion to duty in complete dis- 
regard of his personal safety in the highest traditions of the 
Police Force.

No. 1380-PTI/C1.— The President hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Post Office Savings Bank (Comula- 
tiv c Time Deposits) Rules, 1939, published with Ihe notifica- 
tion of the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) No. F.3(40)-NS/58, dated the 19th December, 1958, 
namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Post Office Savings Bank 
(Comulative lime Deposits) Amendment Rules, 1961. 

2, For sub rule (li) of rule 11 of the Post Office Saving* 
Bank (Comulative lime Deposits) Rules, 1959, the following 
sub-rules shall be subsLiLutcd, namely;— 

"(b) Each such withdrawal may he repaid with interest in 
one lump-sum at any time during the currency of 
the account whcic (lie amount withdrawn is not 
r paid, iL shall be deducted together with interest 
fioin the amount payable at the tunc of the closure 
of the account. 

(c) For purposes of sub-rule (b), the interest shall be 
simple and shall be calculated at 6 percent per 
annum for the pettod the amount remains withdrawn, 
piovided that no interest shall be charged for the 
month in which the amount withdrawn is repaid on 
or before the 4th of that month."

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 


Shri Mangleshwar Singh, Sub-Inspector of Police Station 
Malthone, District Sagar, was camping in village Atta on 
the night of 19th August i960 when he received Information 
that the notorious dacoit Surat Singh Pali was in his hideout 
with his gang in the jungles of Bora-Pathar. Shn Singh 
immediately coll-cted all the police available and reached the 
borders of the jungle with great difficulty, after a forced march 
through water-logged areas in pitch darkness. 

At about four hi the morning as the Policy Party approached 
the daroit hideout, they were fired upon. In spite of heavy 
firing, Shri Singh, in complete disregard of his personal safety 
led his men forward and succeeded in shooting down Surat 
Singh Pali and three other members of the gang, 

Surat Singh Pali who had been terrorizing the Sagar, 
Chhatarpur Guna and Tikamgarh districts of Madhya Pradesh 
as also Ihansi district of Uttar Pradesh for 11 years had a 
large reward on his head. His extermination has brought 
relief to the Inhabitants of these districts. 


In this encounter Shri Mangleshwar Singh displayed courage, 
initiative, leadership and devotion to duty of a high order. 


2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it rite special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as provid- 
ed in ml# 5.
